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The fear of the Lord is the beginning of Wiſdom: 
A GOOD underſtanding have all they that Do 
His Commandments, Pſal. 111. 16. The Grand 
CAUSE is, becauſe it is the greateſt Improve- 
ment of the REASON Almighty God implanted in - 
Mankind,” which is the Excellency, Dignity, and 
Ornament of Human Nature, Which Diſtinguiſhes 
THEM from the other part of the Creation 
in this WORLD; which Reſembles the Angelic 
Hoſt, for GOD made'man but a little lower than 
the Angels, and crowned Him with Glory and Ho- 
nour, Pſal. 8. 5. The Self<conceited, - Covetous, 
Wealthy Men of this World, that accumulate a deal 
of cemented yellow and white Glittering Ore, called 
Money; the Love of which is the Root of All Evil, 
1 Tim. 6. 10. Frequently think © themſelves the 
wiſeſt of Mankind; but, at the ſame time, are the 
gteateſt Simpletons. (The Divine Oracles aſſure us 
that, Great men are not always wiſe, Job 32. 9.) 
RICHES frequently cauſe Men to be Self- conceited 
Coxcombs, Nincompoops, Silly Triflers, Jobbernowls, 
Loggerheaded Blockheads, DEISTICAL 
FASCRIPTURAL fools; not to look in a BIBLE 
from YEARS end to YEARS end, or at 
leaſt Read it over but curſorily, as School boys does 
their Leſſons. And O]! how many of the Rich of this 
world, that Join Houſe to Houſe, and lay field to 
field, Iſa. 5.8. as if they were to live Here for Ever.

This their way, is Their ' folly, Pſal. 49. 6. to end; 
O! how Exceeding Stupid will this appear to them, 
When God Himſelf ſhall call ſuch RCH, Fools, 
Who ſaid to their Souls, take your eaſe in Barns full 
of Corn, and Bags full of Money, for the Lord 
Searcheth the heart, and trieththe reins to give every man 
according to his ways, and according to the fruit of 
his doings; to Him who leave His Riches at the 
midſt of His days, and is a fool, Jer. 17. 10. 11. 
Thoſe who lay up treaſure for Themſelves, and 
are not rich towards God, when Their ſoul is required 
of Them, which frequently is with little or any Warn- 
ing, Luke 12. 16. to 22. for God Reſpecteth not 
Rich Men more than Poor, in a Moment they Die. 
Job 34. 19, 20. - Therefore how Rational and Wiſe is 
the Bleſſed Jeſus's Precaution to Mankind, What Ex- 
cellent Divine Counſel is it, when He Forewarns. 
us © To take heed, and beware of Covetouſneſs; 
<« for a man's life confiſteth not in the abundance 
* of the things which he poſſeſſeth, Luke 12. 15- 
Young Kt NO Solomon, as ſoon as He Came tothe 
Throne of His PI OUS Father, was Senfible that 
Happineſs did not Confiſt in Riches and Honour ; 
Therefore He Humbly Requeſted of God, Wiſdom 
and Underſtanding, which : pleaſed the Almighty fo - 
much, that He not only Granted Him his Requeſt, but 
gave Him Riches and Honour alſo: His Wiſdom: 
cauſed Him to make all His Subjects HAPPY. 
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They FILIALY feared the King, for They ſaw 
that the Wiſdom of God was in Him 'to Do Judg- 
ment, 1 Kings 3. 28. And He made Silver and Gold 
at Jeruſalem as plenteous as Stones, 2 Chron. 1. 15. 
And Judah and Iſrael were many as the Sand which is 
by the Sea in Multitude, eating and drinking and 
making Merry, 1 Kings 4. 20. A very great differ- 
ence between Thoſe Happy Times and the preſent : 
When Silver is ſo Scarce, that the BANK of- ENG- 
LAND will not Change a Guinea of GEORGE III. 
for Silver, 1770: and Baſe Metal ſeveral Years have 
paſſed for Good Copper in London, and in various other 
parts of this Nation. Poor Women in the Woollen 
and Linen Manufactory, muſt work very hard to get 
fix pence per Day, and a Labouring Man ten pence; 
When Meat and all kind of Proviſions are fo very 
Dear, that many Poor families do' not know hardly 
the Taſte” of Meat from Weeks End to Weeks End. 
Some of King Solomon's Wiſdom (which He Re- 
ceived by Humble fervent Prayer to God) would 
Cauſe All Thoſe who were at the Helm of The affairs 
of GOVERNMENT, to Rectify theſe Lamentable 
grie vances. It is the Honour of all Kings to Search out 
a triatter, Prov. 25. 2. to Examine Strictly into, and 
fid'vut the Real Cauſe of any of Their Subjects Un- 
happineſs :' Wiſdom would Enable Them to Diſcover | 
the True Characters of Thoſe They admitted into the 
Adinthiſtration of Public affairs, Whether They man- 
aged their Own Private Subſtance for the Honour 
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and Glory of God, and the Good of their fellow Sub- 


jets, or Not. Wiſdom would Prevent Princes being 
Impoſed on by Sycophants, Flatterers, Falacious Silver 
Tongues, affected Smiling Faces, Defigning Grim- 
ace, and Selfiſh Cringing Behaviour. And to put 
away the wicked from before Them, that Their 
Throne may be Eſtabliſhed in Righteouſneſs, Prov. 
25. 5. for when the Righteous are in Authority the 
People Rejoice : but when the wicked bareth Rule 
the People Mourn, Prov. 29. 2. He that Ruleth 
over Man muſt be Juſt, Ruling in the fear of God, 
2 Sam. 23. 3+ That is in the Punctual Obſervance 
of all the Moral Law. Whatſoever Ye would that 
Men ſhould do to You, do Ye even ſo to them : for 
this is the Law, and the Prophets, ſays Chriſt, 
to do the ſame by the Poor, as we would defire our- 


| ſelves to be done unto by the Rich, in caſe we were 
Poor, or in the middle ſtate of Life, Matt. 7. 12. 


Not to Suffer any Oppreſſion of any nature, Kind, or 
Degree Whatever, it being Contrary to the Divine 
Mind and Will of God, and Strictly Prohibited by 
Him, as Recorded, Lev.
